HUNDREDS FLEE

INUNDATES FARMS 


Tenants Homeless With 
Crest of Flood Not Yet 
Reached; Red Cross 
Moves To Aid Victims. 


Natchez, Miss., July 13.—()— 
Plantation owners in inundated sec- 
tions of Adams, Wilkinson, Claiborne 
and Jefferson counties are making 
such provisions as are possible for 
assistance to negro tenants drivep 
from their homes in the flooded 
stretch of land along the Mississippi 
lying between the bluffs and the 
river. 

In response to instructions from 
national headquarters at Washing- 
ton the Natchez Red Cross chapter 


is conducting a survey to determine 
the extent of damage and possible 
requirements of refugees. Several 
hundred persons are homeless, 


No Funds Available. 
Some of the plantation owners 


have made inquiry as to whether ra- 
tions would be provided but as. no 
funds are available for this purpose 
the Red Cross so far has been unable 
to give assistance similar to that of 
last year, 

The Mississippi is expected to 
reach its crest of 48.5 feet at Natchez 
within the next few days but it is 
feared that on account of the late- 
ness of the season no crops can be 
made in the flooded territory. 

Those driven out by the high 
water have taken refuge in the hills 
near their homes and will return as 
soon as possible, 


Relief Group Named. 


In response to the request made by 
Acting Governor Bidwell Adam, a 
committee with Mayor S. B. Laub, 
of Natchez as chairman, will make a 
survey of the flooded territory in 
Adams and Wilkinson counties while 
a similar committee headed by Judgé 
Jeff Truly will survey in Jefferson 
county. 

Reports received here stated that a 
break in a private levee on the Mis- 
sissippi river at Shaw, La., affects 
only the Union Point plantation 
which is in a “pocket’’ on the out- 
side of the main levee line. Several 
hundred acres of cotton were in- 
undated by the crevasse.

Rescuers Ready for New 
Attempt To Reach Seven 
Already Located; Hunt 


for Amundsen Fails. 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, July 13.— 
(/)—Captain Sora and the Dutch en- 
gineer, Van Dongen, who was ma- 
rooned with him on Foyn island, were 
rescued by airplane and brought to 
Kings Bay tonight. They had been 
missing several weeks until observed 
on the island yesterday by the Rus- 
sian ice breaker Krassin and definite- 
ly located by a Swedish plane last 
night. 

The two refugees had been stranded 
on Foyn Island for three weeks and 
were well nigh exhausted from hunger. 
They were brought here by the Swed- 
ish plane “Upland” and the Finnish 
flying boat “Turku.” ‘The machines 
landed here at 5:30 p. m. 

It developed that they were taken 
off Foyn island last night, being 
transported first to one of the rescue 
bases on the north coast. Three Swed- 
ish airmen, as yet unidentified, ac- 
complished the actual rescue, 

Twelve Still Missing. 

Safe arrival at King’s Bay of Cap- 
tain Sora and Van Dongen climaxed 
two days of remarkable rescue work 
in the arctic in which nine men have 
been brought from positions of extreme 
peril, 

There remained marooned seven men 
whose location is known, Twelve still 
are missing, 

When Captain Sora and Van Don- 
gen started their attempt to reach the 
Nobile survivors near Foyn island by 


trekking across the ice, they were ac- 
companied by Varming, a Dane. He 
became ill en route and was left at 
Cape Brown with a dog team. The 
ice breaker Braganza now is heading 
for his camp. 


Five Near Cape Platen. 


Five others are marooned near Cape 
Platen where the Russian aviator 
Chunkhnovsky made a forced landing 
with his big seaplane. They are well 
provisioned and have sent word by 
radio that they would not be in ex- 
treme need for a fortnight. 

The twelve missing are in groups 
of six each, First there are the half 
dozen men who were carried away 
with the bag of the Italia when the 
dirigible crashed May 25, Their where- 
abouts, if alive, is a matter of con- 
jecture only. 

Then there are Roald Amundsen and 
his five companions who left the coast 
of Norway in a French naval seaplane 
and were swallowed up in the arctic 
murk. Other planes, ships and hunt- 
ing and fishing vessels have searched 
for them over a wide territory with- 
out success.

Sam Gower Precedes At- 
lanta Negro Killer in 
Double Electrocution at 
Milledgeville. 


Milledgeville, Ga., July 13.—( 
A white man and a negro paid the 
death penalty in the electric chair at 
the state prison farm here today for 
murder, marking the second double 
execution day in as many weeks in 


Georgia. 

Sam Gower, 52-year-old farmer 
and father of nine children, who was 
convicted of the slaying more than a 
year ago of James Bennefield, Gwin- 
nette county farmer, and the latter's 
10-year-old son, was the first to die, 
protesting his innocence to the last. 
He was placed in the chair at 11:45 
a. m. and was pronounced dead ten 
minutes later. 

The negro, Predis Taylor, who con- 
fessed the fatal shooting of an Atlan- 
ta filling station operator during a 
holdup about a year ago, followed 
Gower to the death chamber at noon 
and he was pronounced dead at 
12:10 p. m.. Both were given two 
shocks of the fatal current. 

Claims Innocence. 

The condemned men made desper- 
ate last-minute appeals for clemency 
to Governor Hardman yesterday 
without avail. 

Gower, who persisted in his con- 
tention that he was at home at the 
time the Bennefields were slain, went 
to the chair saying he was an inno- 
cent man. He wrote a number of let- 
ters to relatives and friends last night 
and early today and these were de- 
livered by prison authorities after 
the execution. 

Taylor told officers just before he

Want Malmgren Body 
Brought Home; Complain 
of “Secretiveness.”’ 


Stockholm, Sweden, July 13.—(4)— 
The war department declares that it 
is a matter of honor for the navy 
and the nation that Dr. Finn Mal!m- 
gren’s body should be recovered and 
brought home aboard a warship. 

First reports had it that the body 
of the scientist had been taken on the 
Russian ice-breaker Krassin, which 
rescued Malmgren’s companions, Cap- 
tains Mariano and Zappi, but later 
advices received here indicated that 
Malmgren had died and his body had 
been left behind. 


The minister of war has telegraph- 
ed the leader of the Swedish expedi- 
tion at Spitzbergen ordering him to 
search for the body and that other 
members of the expedition not re- 
quired for this purpose may return to 
Sweden, 


Warships Unsuitable. 

It is explained that there is no in- 
tention to send a warship to search, 
as no warships were fitted to force 
through the ice, but that if the body 


is found by the Krassin, or otherwise, 
it could be transferred to a Swedish 
warship in a Norwegian harbor. The 
chances of finding the body now, after 
a month floating on the ice, even 
apart from the possibility of preda- 
tory animals, is considered small, 
The Swedish press declares that 
public opinion will require from Gen- 
eral Nobile a clear report of what 
really happened to his expedition. 
They complain of Nobile’s secretive- 
ness and ask whether he was keeping 
silent to see if any foreigners of his 
expedition would be rescued. 


Explanation Due. 


The papers admit that it may be a 
painful experience for General No- 
bile, but they think a clear explana- 
tion is due the Swedish people, who 
have done so much in the search and 
in keeping hope alive among the ma- 
rooned men. 

Malmgren’s mother has _ broken 
down, as only the previous day re- 
ports that her son had been found 
gave renewed hope that he had been 
saved.

Debate Over Tacna-Arica 
Treaty Will Be Resumed 
by Republics. 


Superior, Wis. July 13.—(?)— 
Complete success in his efforts to 
induce the governments of Chile and 
Peru to resume the diplomatic rela- 
tions between them which they inter- 
rupted 17 years ago was reported to 
President Coolidge today by Secretary 
of State Kellogg. 

Further communications from the 
state department today, announcing 
Germany’s unconditional acceptance of 
Secretary Kellogg’s draft for a multi- 
lateral treaty renouncing war and 
presaging a favorable reply from 
France by the end of the week, 
strengthened greatly Mr. Coolidge’s 
confidence in the early conclusion of 
such an anti-war covenant, 

In addition to the progress already 


made in these fields of foreign af- 
fairs, President Coolidge is hopeful 
that in view of late developments in 
China a government may soon be es- 
tablished there which will warrant 
Amefican recognition. 

Coolidge Much Pleased. 

President Coolidge is greatly grati- 
fied at the success of Mr. Kellogg's 
initiative in both his South American 
endeavors and in his efforts to con- 
solidate the peace of the world. Un- 
conditional acceptance of the secre- 
tary of state’s proposal regarding re- 
sumption of relations by both Chile 
aird Peru is regarded here as consti- 
tuting a great step towards final solu- 
tion of the unsatisfactory interna- 
tional situation on the west coast of 
South America. With varying de- 
gress of intensity, relations between 
Chile and Peru have been strained 
since the war between them in 1879. 

The new development in Chile- 
Peruvian relations, it is emphasized, 
does not touch the fundamental dif- 
ferences between the two countries, 
namely, final determination of the 
proprietorship of the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica, at present held by 
Chile, nevertheless, it will help to 
envelop the problem with a greater at- 
mosphere of cordiality, in which Sec- 
retary Kellogg hopes, it is under- 
stood, that future endeavors to solve 
the question may receive more sym- 
pathetic reception than greeted pre- 
vious efforts. 

China Situation. 

The hope now is entertained at the 
white house that a permanent reversal] 
of international relations as have ex- 
isted on the west coast of South 
America may be brought about there 
by the recent efforts of the secretary 
of state. 

The administration’s policy regard- 
ing the recognition of a government 
in China has not been altered by the 
recent successes of the nationalist 
armies across the Pacific. President 
Coolidge will extend recognition to any

mitted samples of their blood Thurs- 
day, none had been found suitable. 

Among those who volunteered Fri- 
day was Miss Yancey, a friend of the 
patient for years, who had not knowv 
of her illness until she saw the story 
in The Constitution. From the more 
than 40 applicants physicians took 
samples of the blood of 18 and after 
a careful examination it was decided 
that Miss Yancey’s blood more nearly 
matched that of her friend than that 
of any of the volunteer host.

A rediscount rate of 5 per cent, 
effective Saturday, was established 
Friday by the Atlanta Federal Re- 


serve bank. 
The new rate is an increase from 


the 41-2 per cent rate established in 


May. 
Announcement of the increase was 


made through the federal reserve sys- 
tem at Washington after the close 
of the stock markets Friday. Offi- 
cials in Atlanta refused to comment 
on the change other than to verify 
the report. The Atlanta announce- 
ment was made in a bulletin issued 
by Oscar’ Newton, chairman of the 


board. 

The Atlanta bank is the fourth in 
the past few days to raise its rate. The 
Chicago bank was the first to take 
the step last Wednesday and was fol- 
lowed Thursday by the New York 
and Richmond branches. 

All federal reserve branches rais- 
ed the rates several weeks ago dur- 
ing the boom in the New York stock 


market when prices of shares on the 
exchange, curb and_ bond markets 
reached new high levels for all time.

Captain Carranza, Idol of 
Mexicans, Had Flown to 


U. S. on Goodwill Mis- 
sion. 


Mount Holly, N. J., July 13.— 
(United News.)—Captain Emilio Car- 
ranza, his sturdy silver monoplane 
flaming meteor-like above a storm- 
raked wilderness, plunged to his death 
in a bog near Burlington Thursday 
night, less than an hour after he had 
started a projected nonstop flight 
from Roosevelt Field, L. I., to Mex- 
ico City. 

Returning home to a_ triumphal 
and tumultuous welcome which was 
awaiting him, Mexico’s greatest avia- 
tor boldly drove his Ryan monoplane 
through a severe electrical and rain- 
storm which broke immediately after 
he left Roosevelt field. Apparently 
his craft was struck by lightning. 

Downward toward a rough and 
tree-covered wilderness, with only 
brilliant flashes of lightning to guide 
him, Carranza’s plane tumbled. The 
pilot evidently had battled courage- 
ously to right his craft and probably 
did so at about the moment it thun- 
dered into the treetops, 

In that first desperate contact 
With death the right wing was torn 
from the plane, but it did net go 
down. At terrific speed it plunged 
ahead through the darkness, a golden 
streak in the storm as it dashed 


through the treetops for nearly half 
a nile, 

There in a tiny clearing the left 
wing crumpled; there the broken and 
burned craft shot to the ground as 
the flier leaped or was thrown nearly 
60 feet through the underbrush; 
there—where terrified berry pickers 
later stumbled upon his _ broken 
body—did Emilio Carranza end his 
triumphal homeward flight. 

Carranza made a perfect take-off at 


Roosevelt field shortly before a heavy 
rain and electrical storm broke. Ob- 
servers at the field reported the Mexi- 
can flier had trouble in gaining alti- 
tude after the start, but it was as- 
sumed he was speeding toward his 
goal today although no cities on his 
route had sighted a plane. 

The flier’s body was hurled from his 
craft and was discovered by John H. 
Carr late today. Carr was picking 
berries when he suddenly stumbled 
upon the wrecked plane and the body. 
He did not investigate but hurried to 
Burlington, where he reported’ the

The jail doors in Germany were open- 


ed to thousands of prisoners today 
when the reichstag passed by more 
than the two-thirds necessary ma- 
jority the most sweeping amnesty bill 
since the success of the republican 
revolution. 


Among those to be set free under 
the measure are the last of the im- 
perial army soldiers who were sen- 
tenced by the kaiser’s court-martial 
for desertion and other offenses. 


Many Lifers Freed. 


Scores of the prisoners to benefit 
by the amnesty are serving life sen- 
tences, among them Max Hoelz, the 
communist, who in 1921 organized 
guerilla warfare in Saxony, and the 
socalled Vehmic murderers belonging 
to the former black reichswehr. 

One hundred and twenty commun- 
ists who were sentenced to long terms 
in prison for treason and conspiracy 
and also several radical journalists 
living abroad who were threatened 
with severe penalties for published 
charges that Germany possessed illegai 
armaments will be among those lib- 
erated. 

The amnesty also applies to several 
categories of nonpolitical offenders 
whose crimes are ascribed to the dis- 
tress occasioned during the period of 
inflation of German money.

I have worked in 
lumber camps for many seasons in 
every capacity from common lumber 
jack to foreman and proprietor. Years 
ago lumber jacks would work in the 
woods all winter and in spring, as 
soon as the ice was out of the river 
or stream where the logs were landed 
we would go on the drive, which 
means floating the logs down stream 
to the lumber mill. 

When driving logs it is often neces- 
sarysto be in the cold water waist 
deep almost continually from early 
morning till late at night, when we 
would have to walk back to camp 
several miles in our wet clothes, eat 
supper, and get into our bunks with 
the wet clothes on. The clothes 
would get fairly dry by morning. Next 
day a repetition of the same perform- 
ance, and perhaps for weeks at a 
time.

Some years ago a betrayal of 
confidence by a friend caused me 
to avoid social life and become 
taciturn in disposition. Of course, 
I am eriticized by my fellows, 
but am I subject to such criti- 
cism because I am content with 


reading and the life at home with 
an understanding mother and sis- 
ter? It has occurred to me, 
hogrever, that perhaps my busi- 
ness aptitude will suffer, and 
possibly I may be losing some- 
thing in other directions which I 
do not realize. [I should like 
your views. Kindly omit my ad- 
dress, 


If everybody who has been betray- 
el by a friend became a hermit hu- 
man intercourse would be seriously 
hampered. Society columns would 
run short of material and a deep 
grouch would settle down on count- 
less cities, towns and villages. 


The probability is that you have a 
natural tendency toward seclusion 
which the unfortunate incident you 
mention has accentuated. I am 
aware that such a course has rewards 
of its own. Domestic life which in- 
cludes a sympathetic mother and 
sister, first-class literature and a 
quiet retreat from the crowded events 
of the day is by no means to be de- 
spised. It contains many of the op- 
portunities for profitable recreation 
to which a fellow mortal is entitled. 

Yet even good becomes an evil when 
pushed to extremes, and you should 
seriously consider whether you have 
the right to follow yvour own devices 
to the exclusion of the claims of those 
around you. Your question shows 
that you suspect something is defici- 
ent in your attitude toward them, 
your suspicions are well 
founded. 

Complete isolation may foster wise 
reflection, especially in men of great 
intellectual capacity. But it frequent- 
ly precipitates sourness of disposition 
in the average man, Moreover, by al- 
lowing the treachery of a single in- 
dividual to exclude you from social 
contacts you deprive yourself of those 
humanizing elements which enrich 
personality and promote success, not 
only in business, but in the handling 
of yourself and of all your affairs. 
The art of living well depends on 
those you live among as much as upon 
yourself. So why not lighten the sen- 
tence of your self-imposed imprison- 
ment? 


Form one or two worthwhile friend- 
ships. Get into the fresh air. Wel- 
come its gusty intervals, since they 
dissipate the fogs of prejudice. Learn 
to understand your associates, and 
don’t be a stranger to honest laughter, 
especially at your own peculiarities.

Besides, there 
is an inevitableness in life which no 
preaching has exaggerated. Its actual 
experiences outvie the pulpit’s dogma- 
tic powers. The eloquence of a Bos- 
suet or a Beecher could not overdraw 
the sinfulness of sin or the dignity 
and strength of righteousness. . 
_Nor are dogmatic statements con- 
fined to the clergy. When Mr. Arnold 
Bennett, whom you quote, says that 
at “this time of day it is absolutely 
impossible for a young man with a 
first class intellectual apparatus to 
accept any form of dogma,” and that 
“it is impossible, in one’s private 
thoughts, to think of the accepter of 
dogma as an intellectual equal,’ his 
erroneous cocksureness eclipses that 
of ranting zealots for religion. 

_The calm conceit of such assump- 
tions leaves little to be imagined in 
the way of dogmatizing. Countless 
people quite as intelligent and intel- 
lectual as Mr. Bennett believe the 
sacred realities he repudiates and stake 
their faith on realities far bevond the 
reach of his restricted vision,

Bottled Note 
Of. Lost Airman 
Found In Brazil 


Rio Janeiro, Brazil, July 13.—( 
What may be the last message of 
Captain Saint-Roman, the French 
aviator who disappeared May 6, 1927, 
when within 200 miles of the coast 
of Brazil, on a hop from St. Louis, 
Senegal, has ben found in a wine 
bottle picked up from the sea by a 
fisherman of the town of Prado, state 
of Bahia. 

The note, written in French and 
English, says: 

“To People of the World, Paris 
and Latin America: Fell 300 miles 
from Brazil. Am at sea, hungry and 
thirsty, on a solitary unknown rock, 
Civilized people, rescue me.’ 

The note was signed 
Roman.” 


“Saint- 


Captain Saint-Roman and a flying 
companion left the African coast May 
5, 1927, for a flight to South America. 
A report of their having been seen 
within 200 miles of the Brazilian coast 
was never confirmed, and extended 
search failed to reveal trace of them. 
July 16 the wreckage of an airplane 
was found by a fisherman in the 
Amazon estuary and taken to Para. 
There an engineer identified it as a 
Goliath machine, the same type as 
that flown by Saint-Roman. The en- 
gineer said, however, that the plane 
must have made a fair landing, as the 
wheels showed no damage.

exhibition of blistering golf as a Geor- 
gia state tournament has ever wit- 


nessed, 
Brilliant Golf. 

Watts is on the side lines, but the 
Gunn family has sent a worthy un- 
derstudy to carry its colors in the 
present tournament. An understudy, 
who, by his work in previous tourna- 
ments, has given every indication of 
following in the pathway of his illus- 
trious brother and who Friday after- 
noon put the stamp of finality on this 
subject by uncorking a brand of golf 
that was of national championship 
quality. 

Whether that crucifying brand 
that he unleashed against Charlie 
Brumby will receive an encore Sat- 
urday in the 36-hole final against 
Black lies hidden under the sod of 
the battleground of the Druid Hills 
Whether Charlie Black will 
crash the: gate that has on several 
previous occasions yawned before his 
eager gaze also lies beneath the green 
carpet of those tree-lined fairways. 
Will history repeat itself? Will that 
scene in Macon five years ago be 
resurrected with Will Gunn in the 
leading role, or will Charlie Black 
finally get his seat on the throne?

The best way is to make the hands 
swing the club head and let the 
shoulders go with the swing. Too

to hit with the right shoulder. It is 


i'the club head that does the hitting, 


and it is the hands and wrists that 
swing the club head. Both shoulders 


have their work to dc, especially the | 


left. The left must turn as the body 
turns, and there should be a feeling 
of slight tension in this turn at the 
shoulder joint. But once the bac 
swing is completed, the right shoul- 
der has nothing to do in the way of 
hitting except to follow the swing 
and possibly help back up the punch. 
There will be no shoulder dipping if 
the hands and wrists start the club 
head and the right shoulder makes no 
effort near the top of the swing, 
merely keeping its place without lag- 
ging behind.

My first advice to a beginner has al- 
ways been, “start right with a uniform 


I know. Golf depends largely on prop- 
er timing and rhythm, and it is essen- 


tial that the irons or woods should con- 
tribute to ease of accomplishment of 
these two factors. 

Every golfer who owns a bag of non- 
related clubs has one or more favorites 
in the assortment. These possibly feel 
just right and instill a eertain amount 
of confidence. But the player seems 


portant clubs of the lot. 

Now with a matched set of dubs, to 
like the “feel” of one is to like the 
“feel” of all, because each club is re- 
lated to every other clubs. Some shots 
will be more dificult than others, but 
there is no “jolt” going from one club 
to the other. 

Hagen’s Set of Clubs. 

I use clubs consisting of a matched 
driver, brassie and spoon, and nine 
matched, solid, stainless steel irons as 
follows: No. 1 driving iron, No. 2! 
mid iron, No. 3 mid mashie, No. 4 
mashie iron, No. 5 mashie, No. 6 spade 
mashie, No. 7 mashie niblick, No. 8 
niblick and No, 9 putter. 

My driver, brassie and spoon are all 
of the same design. The faces are 
made with fairly large hitting surfaces, 
and my favorite set has a unique fibre 
and metal bull’s eye facing, which 
gives a few extra yards to my shots. 
My woods are carefully matched and 
each bears the proper relation one to 
the other. 

I generally use steel shafts of a 
seamless construction in my woods, 1 
find that a shaft of this type gives 
straighter balls with less effort. I 
doubt if these shafts give me more dis- 
tance than the hickory, but certainly 
they do not give less. A good hickory 
shaft is hard to beat, although I get 
about the same results with one as 
with the other. There is little to choose 
between them as far as performance 
goes. Steel shafts are barred in Eng- 
land, so of course, I used hickory in 
the British open. I also used plain 
faces in this event, so there could be 
no question of the legitimacy of bull’s 


eye facing. 
Tron Clubs. 

Now about my irons. I was years 
getting together the nine models which 
formed the basis of my present set, 
with which I won the American pro- 
fessional and British open champion- 
ships. Nearly all of the original mod- 
els I acquired on my earlier visits to 
England and Scotland, and they repre- 
sent the very best of the clubmakers’ 
art over there. I long had certain 
ideas about iron club construction, so 
sometime before defending my P. G. A, 
title last year I set out to get a match- 
ed set embodying the features I be- 
lieved would better my game. 

First, I worked out a scale of gradu- 
ation, covering degrees of loft and per- 
fect weights and lengths. The shapes 
of the blades were then worked out to 
give uniformity and proper balance 
and “feel.” The result is a related set 
of irons so co-ordinated that I can go 
from one to the other with perfect

People ask me why I am fighting 
Pete Latzo again, this time in Wilkes- 

Barre, Pa.? 

No one has forgotten that Pete gave 
me a great argument when we had our 
bout in Brooklyn, N. Y., not long 
ago. The former welterweight cham- 
pion was not considered by the ex- 
perts to have any chance. But 
credited Peter with being a dangerous 
fighting man, as he turned out to be. 

His battle with Leo Lomski, which 
he won on a foul just when he was 
coming from behind with a brilliant 
attack, showed that his great fight 
with me had been no accident. Latzo 
is a topnotch scrapper, and he is bet- 
ter as a light-heavyweight than he 
ever was in the latter class, even 
though he was a champion in that 
division, 

Likes 15-Rounders. 

My fight with Latzo Monday night 
(July 16) is scheduled for 10 rounds 
in accordance with the Pennsylvania 
law. Our last one was 15, and I was 
glad of it, for I didn’t have a very 
big margin at the end of 10 rounds. 

As champion I could have kept out 
of another fight with Pete on the very 
good grounds that I had beaten him 
once. If an alibi was needed, that 
was enough. But I believe a cham- 
pion should once and for all clean up 
his class; no contender worthy of a 
shot should be kept out. 

Pete Latzo is worthy. I was sup- 
posed to have fought Losmki next, but 
Pete took a lot of wind out of Leo's 
sails, Still, if I win, as I thoroughly 
expect to, the Aberdeen assassin won't 
be sidetracked. If there is any de- 
mand for a bout with him I'll be will- 
ing to go into it. 

After this summer, I don’t want 
to have a single 175-pounder left who 
is admitted to have any sort of chance 
with me. I’m willing to spend these 
months fighting every week, if neces- 
sary, to open the way to the heavy- 
weights. If Jimmy Slattery hadn't 
hurt his hand a few weeks ago and 
ealled off our fight, I think I would 
have put him on the shelf, too. 


Will Draw Big Gate. 


One question is why I chose to 
fight in Wilkes-Barre instead of New 
York? Latzo and I would have drawn 
well in New York, but I think we'll 
do better in Wilkes-Barre. Latzo 
was born in Scranton, Pa., and is 
very popular in that region. He 
would draw well against anyone. With 
a chance to win the light-heavyweight 
title, he will attract the crowd bet- 
ter than ever. 

Without flattering myself I can say 
I draw well in Wilkes-Barre, too. 
was in the coal regions that [ 
whipped Johnny Risko, who defeated 
Jack Sharkey and George Godfrey in 
his last two starts. Paired with 
Latzo, I expect to play to the biggest 
gate I have drawn outside of New 
York. 

This answers both questions pretty 
well, I think. Having beaten Jimmy 
Slattery, Leo Lomski, Joe Sekyra, 
Pete Latzo and Armand Emanuel 
since winning the title last winter, 
I’m the busiest champion in the game. 
I expect to be champion, and busier 
than ever, after my fight Monday

Little Rock, Ark., July 13.—The 
Crackers have started up.

Nevertheless, Major General Donug- 
las MacArthur told the~. Associated 
Press today that the door is open for 
the inclusion of Roland Locke, for- 
mer University of Nebraska sprint 
star; Weems Baskin, crack hurdler 
from Alabama; Matt McGrath, vet- 
eran hammer thrower; Fait Elkins, 
Indian decathlon star, who was in- 
jured in the official tryouts, and Nor- 
ton Jackson, a wrestler, on the Olym- 
pie team if official protest is made 
to the selection commitee and pressed 
successfully. 

Representing the New York Ath- 
letic club, McGrath, Baskin and 
Locke will sail tomorrow for Amster- 
dam on the liner Volendam, while 
Jackson and Elkins leave on the Ber- 
engaria Sunday. The athletic club is 
sending the men to the games in the 
belief that these athletes are better 
performers than those whd made the 
team and that the selections of the 
committee were unfair. All failed to 
qualify in the regulation tryouts, 

“The policy of the committee will 
be to receive and act upon any pro- 
test and if an appeal is made on be- 
half of these men it would be placed 
immediately before the committee for 
decision,” said General MacArthur, 
head of the American Olympic forces. 

It is understood on good authority, 
however, that no changes are contem- 
plated nor are any believed justified 
by the selection committee unless new 
facts are produced.

PRAISED BY BLACK 


Atlanta today is as independent fi- 
nancially as New York city, Eugene 
. Black, governor of the Federal Re- 
serve bank he told the Lawyers’ 
Club of Atlanta Friday night, in out- 
lining the development of the present 
reserve system. About 100 members 
attended the meeting, which was held 
at the Henry Grady hotel. 

Declaring that the act creating the 
federal reserve system is America’s 
most constructive piece of legislation, 
Mr. Black credited the late President 
Woodrow Wilson, as well as Carter 
Glass, with the work of drafting the 
measure for congress. 

“While President Wilson was head 
of Princeton university,” Mr. Black 
said, “he outlined a federal reserve 
system virtually the same as that now 
functioning throughout the country.” 


Guard Against Panics. 


The 12 independent banks in the 
system, operating at strategic points 
throughout the states, in times of fi- 
nancial stress can issue currency se- 
cured by 40 per cent gold and the 
paper of member banks, he explained. 

Thus country-wide panics hereto- 
fore brought on by speculation and 
similar evils are averted, Mr. Black 


said, by banks which can put money | 


into circulation when it is most need- 
ed to tide over financial depressions, 

While the great European powers 
maintain centralized banks of issue, 
the American system is decentralized 
to permit sectional independence, with 
the money of each location on deposit 
at the local institution, he continued. 

Although the system was created 
and sponsored by the federal govern- 
ment, Mr. Black said, the banks are 
private in the sense that the stock is 
owned by member banks, and not by 
the government. 


Cites Early History. 


The speaker detailed much of the | 


early history of governmental Danks, 
beginning with the first, established 
at Philadelphia in. 1791, an experi- 
ment which fell a prey to polititics 
and was closed after a few years’ 
operation. 

After the war of 1812 the govern- 
ment set up another bank at Phila- 
delphia, with 24 branches; but po- 
litical opposition defeated its purpose, 
he said. The idea was revived later 
to aid the federal ‘government in fi- 
nacing the war between the states. 

Various panics which have swept 
the country from time to time, such 
as that of 1907, were cited as educa- 
tional ‘in calling attention to weak 
points in the country’s financial sys- 
tems, the outgrowth of which is the 
present federal reserve system . 

Among those introduced to the 
meeting by Attorney Rembert Mar- 
shall, president of the club, were Con- 
gressman L. J. Steele, of the fifth 
district, and Attorney Will T. Gor- 
don, formerly of Atlanta, now prac- 
ticing law at Washington, D. C. 

By special vote it was decided to 
extend an invitation of membership 
to 13 attorneys now practicing at the 
Atlanta bar.

Mystery Wildcat 
In Lion Family 


Washington, July 13.— (United 
News.)—Government zoologists have 
finally identified the African “blue 
wildcat” which arrived at the nation- 
al zoo last week as felis chrysothrix, 
a small animal related to the lion 
and tiger family, and much sought 
on the dark continent as a powerful 
fetish. 

While “felis” playfully scampered 
around a cage at the national zoo in 
the manner of an ordinary house cat, 
zoologists were stumped as to its cjas- 
sification in the animal world. It is 
about the size of an ordinary cat, the 
only difference being a bushy tail like 
that of a raccoon. When fully grown 
it is the size of a small ieopard. 

Dr. William Mann, director of the 
zoo, said that while felis chrysothrix 
has been described by scientists in 
obscure publications, this is probably 
the first one in captivity. He ex- 
plained the animal is very rare and 
inhabits the densest jungles of Africa. 

The, hide of the felis. chrysothrix, 
Dr. Mann explained, is rarely obtain- 
ed by natives, but when one is killed

Mr. Warren declared at the time 
ithat he was unwilling for students to 
| occupy it further unless the inspection 
were made and unless it showed the 
structure to be safe, 


Indemnity Asked. 


“I feel that the city should take 
measures to indemnity itself against 
| a large outlay of money which it will 
| be necessary to expend to place the 
| structure in condition,” Mr. Warren 
said Friday night. “I do not know 
| who is responsible, but if the board of 
,education will support me, I shall find 
‘out and then ask the city attorney to 
| proceed in a legal way to collect dam- 
ages. 

“The building was erected about 
‘four years ago at a cost of $400,000, 
and now we are called upon to make 
adjustments, repairs and replacements 
which have been estimated by the 
building inspector to be between $10,- 
000 and $12,000. It is not right and 
those responsible for the mistakes 
should be forced to foot the bill. 

“Since the criticism of the building. 
there seems to have been some mis- 
apprehension as to whether Mr. G. 
Lloyd Preacher, architect for schools 
to be constructed from 1926 school 
bond funds, was the architect on 
this structure. I want to say that 
he was not, and to commend his or- 
ganization for the splendid work it 
has done and is doing in obtaining 
the high-class of workmanship and 
‘material used for the new schools now 
| being constucted. Neither was Ray- 
mond R. Ritchie, assistant superin- 
'tendent of schools in charge of busi- 
‘ness affairs, connected with the system 
when the building was erected.” 

The Southern Ferro Concrete com- 
pany was the contractor; Hentz-Reid- 
Adler, architects, and A. Ten Eyck 
Brown, supervising architect on the 
' Henry Grady High school. 

Bowen’s Report. 

Mr. Bowen’s report follows: 

“Mr. Roy D. Warren, 

“Chairman of building and grovnds 

committee, 

'“Board of education. 

| “Dear sir: As per your request I 
| have inspected the school building 
located on Jackson street, and known 
as the Henry Grady Boys’ High 
| school. 

“TI find that there is no danger of 
any collapse in this building, the 
front part being of reinforced con- 
crete, skeleton construction, while the 
rear part, known as the ship build- 
ing, is of steel skeleton construction. 

“However, there are a great many 
things about the building which are 
in bad repair, for instance on the 
‘north side of the shop building there 
is a settlement in the brick work in 
one section of about one and a half 
inches which has caused a broken 
bond through the brick work in one 
of the arches, running through the 
top of the arch and the entire -wall 
above the arch, to the parapet coping. 

“Also I find three large double 
doors, opening into the building below 
the earth on the outside, which causes 
the water when it rains to come in 
on these floors; also toilet room in 
shop building, which is concrete and 
terrazo, laid on ground, has settled 
from two to two and a half inches, 
and the settling of marble on the walls 
and in eonnection with the fixtures, 
have broken away from the anchors 
to walls. 

“There are many windows and | 
doors out of adjustment, that is in 
opening and closing, ‘they either 
strike the carpet strip, or the heal 
jamb and there is more or less seep- 
age in. the shop building, as you real- 
ize that these floors are from two to 
‘ten feet below the grade on the ex- 
terior side of walls. 

“My recommendation is that where | 
the walls have settled that these sec- | 
tions be taken down and rebuilt, and 
‘in toilet room I recommend that all 
‘fixtures be taken down and a new 
'terrazo floor be put in and the mar- 
‘ble and fixtures be reset, also that 
the grade at the three double doors 
| be changed so as to be at least five 
‘inches below the door sills, and that 
a readjustment be made of all doors 
and windows, also that the entire trim 
in the front part of the building, to- 
gether with all plastering, be refin- 
ished. 

“This, in my judgment, can be done 
'at a cost of $10,000 to $12,000. | 

“Hoping that this will give you the

SELF-RESCUE UNI 
FOR BYRD S FLIGHT 


New York, July 13.—(4)—Com- 
mander Richard BE. Byrd’s antarctic 
expedition will be a self-rescuing unit, 
and if disaster such as overtook Gen- 
eral Nobile’s Italia in the arctic 
should befall it no outside aid will be 
expected. 

“We have had to take precautions 
to handle any necessary relief our- 
selves,” the commander told the Asso- 
ciated Press today, when asked wheth- 
er the Italia disaster had caused him 
to make any arrangements for the res- 
cue of his expedition if it, too should 
become stranded. 

“There has been no change in our 
preparations due to the Italia hap- 
pening because we have known all 
along that if there is any rescuing to 
be done for us we must do it our-, 
selves. 

“You see, we will be 2,300 miles 
from the nearest habitation; it would 
be a physical impossibility to send 
relief expeditions after us. So we 
have planned accordingly. We are to 
have three planes and the most up- 
to-date radio equipment. available. 
When sections of the expedition are 
separated there would be constant in- 
ter-communication, and if trouble 
should befall one section the rest 
would immediately go into action as 
an organized relief body.” 

Commander Byrd said that his ex- 
pedition could not get in a plight com- 
parable to that of the Italia expedi- 
tion. It miight be as serious, but it 
would be different, and the rescue 
problem wvuld be different, so that 
little could be gleaned from the arctic 
disaster to help guard against trou- 
ble in the antarctic. 

Summer Ice Treacherous. 

“For one thing,” he said, “they are 
on ice whereas we will be on ground. 
I think I can say that I know the 
country where the Italia broke up 
pretty well, and I know that that sum- 
mer ice is treacherous stuff, soft and 
exceedingly difficult for an airplane to 
land on.” 

Although acknowledging that the ef- 
ficiency of airplanes as a medium of 
rescue had been lessened by ice condi- 
tions, he was enthusiastic about, what 
they had accomplished despite the han- 
dicaps. But for the rescue planes, he 
felt, the chances of any of the Italia’s 
crew being rescued would have been al- 
most nothing. 

“The scouting work of the planes,” 
he said, “and the fact that the Italia 
crew had radio equipment, are to- 
gether undoubtedly responsible for the 
fact that the majority of the cast- 
aways have been found. For our expe- 
dition we are depending un the same 
means of insuring safety, except that 
we will have our own planes as well 
as our own radio because no planes 
from outside would be able to reach 
us.” 

Precautions Taken. 

Every possible precaution, the com- 
mander said, had been taken to ob- 
viate the possibility of disaster and 
in his opinion no such disaster as 
struck the Italia coul. very well oc- 
cur to the antarctic expedition 
even if part of the expedition should 
be cut off by accident from the main 
body, he said, food was being carried 
for two years and possibly more and 
the men would be prepared to con- 
tinue life for an indefinite period pend- 
ing rescue, if necessary. 

Although he had high praise for the 
Italia’s crew, Commander Byrd ex- 
pressed the opinion thet dirigibles of 
the type of the Italia were not as good 
exploration vehicles as planes. He 
believed that “big” airships, twice as 
large as the Los Angeles, would be 
excellent for polar exploration, because 
of their cruising range. He thought 
that such ships might be used in the 
future, though the enormous cost 
would virtually limit their employment 
to official governmental expeditions, 
and he did not believe they would ever 
“chase” the indpendent airplane expe- 
ditions out of business.”

DEAD BY PLANE

It was revealed tonight that Carran- 
za started his homeward flight in the 
face of adverse weather because he 
was anxious to reach his bride, whom 
he had married shortly before his 
flight to Washington. 

When the Mexican flier’s aged fath- 
er, Sebastian Carranza, was told of 
his son’s death friends in New York 
said he went at once to his Tt 
ment there—without saying a w 

Carranza’s body was brought here 
from Chatsworth late tonight, where 
it will be held pending arrangements 
by the Mexican consulate. 


When Carranza’s body was brought 
here, it was discovered that a flash- 
light had been found gripped in his 
right hand. The force of the fall Pad 
driven the flashlight against his wrist 
and broken several bones in his arm. 


His skull was crushed and both legs 
were broken. 


A roll of new bank notes in his 
pocket had been cracked—not ripped— 
by the force of the crash. 

Carranza was 22 years old. He was 
a graduate of the West Texas Mili- 
tary school of San Antonio, the Na- 
tional Preparatory school of Mexico 
City, and the National School of Avia- 
tion in Mexico. 


He was a veteran flyer of three 
military campaigns against rebels and 
Indians. His first important flight 
was from Chicago to Monterey with 
several stops. Later he made a non- 
stop flight from Mexico City to Jua- 
rez, near El Paso, in September of 
last year. On that flight he battled 
fog and storms but skillfully brought 
his plane through. , 

suey Ridge, where the monoplane 
fell, is eight miles southwest of Chats- 
worth, in Burlington county. A beg 
affords excellent territory for berries 
and pickers often visit it. The plane 
had plunged into the midst of a little 
wilderness of bushes and trees and 
was not near the highway. 

Probably the wrecked craft would 
have gone unnoticed for days had not 
Carr and his wife and mother sought 
berries in that particular area today. 
They came upon the body at about the 
same time but were too terrified to 
investigate. They rushed to Chats- 
worth and summoned men at a ga- 
rage. 

“IT nearly stepped on an aviator,” 
Carr cried. “His plane is up in a 
tree!” 

The garage men called police at 
Burlington, and Carr guided them 
to the scene of the accident. 

A large piece of the right wing of 
Carranza’s plane had been torn off 
half a mile from the spot where the 
body .was found,’ apparently caught 
on the branches of a tree when the 
plane swept down at a terrific rate 
in the darkness. The piece was 
hanging from the top of the tree 
when the police party arrived. 

Evidently the craft had swept on 
through the storm, Carranza fighting 
valiantly to right it as he caught sight 
of the wilderness below when light- 
ning flashed. With part of the right 
wing gone, his task was hopeless, and 
the monoplane thundered down again, 
striking another tree which ripped the 
left wing from the plane. 

Then, amid the driving rain and 
repeated flashes of lightning, the 
shattered craft tumbled into a small 
clearing, the fuselage driving into the 
soft earth with great force, the pro- 
peller torn to splinters against the 
base of a tree, and the left wing 
trailing slowly behind, swept forward 
to the fuselage by the speed of the 
craft. 

With the last fatal lunge of the 
monoplane Captain Carranza’s body 
was hurtled trom the cockpit and 
thrown nearly 60 feet from the 
crushed fuselage. His face was mu- 
tilated, his leather jacket and trou- 
sers were torn to shreds and burned. 
_ A parachute, unopened, was found 
in the cockpit, indicating Carranza 
had held the stick and battled to right 
his plane until the final moment of 
the rumbling downward plunge which 
ended a flight which was to have led 
to triumph and acclaim. 

In Carranza’s pockets were found 
the telegram from the weather bu- 
reau at Washington, notifying him of 
conditions along his route, and two 
unused tickets to a boxing match at 
Madison Square Garden, Parts of 
the broken wings were charred as 
though the plane had been burning 
while in the air. 

Limbs and tops of trees were 
broken off for a distance of more 
than a quarter of a mile where the 
silver monoplane had been crushed 
under the driving rain and had roared 
downward to a fatal crash. 

Carranza was known as the “Lind- 
bergh of Mexico” and had many re- 
markable and daring flights to his 
credit. His projected non-stop flight 
from Mexico City to Washington was 
unsuccessful but he battled fog and 
rain to within a few hundred miles of 
his goal before being forced to land. 
His monoplane was a sister ship to 
the Spirit of St. Louis. 

Captain Carranza surprised  offi- 
cials at Roosevelt field Thursday night 
when he suddenly decided to start his 
homeward flight in the face of adverse 
weather conditions. He arrived at the 
field shortly before 7 p. m., and haif 
an hour later was shooting away to 
the southwest, fighting for altitude. 

His take-off, which was perfectly 
accomplished, was made against the 
advice of veteran pilots and officials 
at the field. Carranza had-reports 
from Washington and other points, 
however, which convinced him the 


flight was feasible, he said. Imme- 
diately after his monoplane slid over 
the horizon, the little crowd of watch- 
ers at the field was driven to cover 
by a severe storm. 
Lightning Aroused Fears. 

Lightning and a hard rain which 
was reported as general in this section 
aroused fears for the flier’s safety but 
no field reported his landing. 

At dawn, when he was due in Gal- 
veston, there still was no report from 
the silver craft in which Carranza 


had started for his native capital—a 
flight which was to have ended in a 
great triumphal welcome at Mexico 
City. 

Because of Carranza’s great skill, 
there was no great uneasiness on the 
part of officials either in the United 
States or Mexico, although it was un- 
usual that he would not have been 
sighted at some point.

THREE DIE WHEN PLANE

Thursday a case of typhoid 
Wwas-reported in a rural section near 
Americus, and upon examination it 
was found the patient was wholly un- 
protected against flies,

ease here, and free typhoid inocula- 
tions are being continued as a pre- 
cautionary measure. In _ addition, 
wherever typhoid patients are in ru- 
ral sections carbolic acid is being 
mixed with the excrement before this 
is finally disposed of, burning being 
deemed insufficient as a preventive 
measure,

Washington, D. C., July 13.—An 
augury of what’s in store for the radio 
audiences this fall was furnished by 
the broadcasting of the two national 
conventions. Most of the millions of 


‘words spoken into the microphones at 


the conventions have been forgotten, 
but practical politicians are convinced 
that the use of the radio will have tre- 
mendous influence in the November 
elections. 

Both parties have recognized radio’s 


potentialities, as yet virtually untried 
in the great game of national politics. 
Both are making elaborate plans to 
utilize the radio in their coming cam- 
paigns. The notifieation addresses of 
the candidates for president will be 
broadcast over great networks, but 
after that the parties will have to 
“buy time” on the chains and on in- 


dividual stations for purely campaign 


speeches, 

Radio speakers’ bureaus are not 
new to the two great parties... Never 
before, -however, have they placed 
speakers before the microphone on a 
national scale. The use of chains and 


of the stations sitnated at key points 


in the country and covering important 
constituencies will be part of the stra- 
tegy of this year’s campaign. All of 
the important spe@ches of the candi- 
dates themselves will be broadcast, 
but even more extensiye will be the 
speechmaking by others on behalf of 
the respective candidates. 

The party coffers alone will limit 
the amount of broadcasting to be done. 
One party will have no adventage over 
the other for the reason that the radio 
law prescribes granting to candidates 
for any office an equal opportunity to 
use a particular radio station. 

That the politicians are becoming 
very “radio-wise,” was proved at Kan- 
sas City and Houston. Broadcasting 


the conventions was highly expensive— 


It cost the two big chains and their 
60 affiliated stations about $300,000— 
and just about every radio set on the 
North American continent and some in 
other lands, could tune in on very 
little else.

Until I had met face to face in 


their present home near Paris, the 
former Maharajah of Indore and his 
American bride, Nancy Ann Miller, of 
Seattle, Wash., I had tried vainly 
to explain how this hot-blooded In- 
dian ruler, used to every luxury his 
enormous wealth could buy, came to 
be attracted by an undistinguished 
American girl without showy beauty 
or dash, who smokes not, and wears 
plain clothes, 

And of her ardor for him—a man 
of another world, another race and 
color, worshiping strange deities and 
living by a totally different moral 
and social code. 

Now it seemed clear, or almost so.

TELEVISION TEST 
GETS FINE RESULI 


New York, July 13—(—New 
demonstration of television was re- 
gard today as a step forward toward 


the time when it will be possible for 
one to sit at home and witness great 
sporting events or other spectacles. 

Television has come out of the 
laboratory and into the sunlight. 

On the roof of the Bell Telephone 
company building on West street a 
man served a tennis ball, boxed with 
a companion, drove a golf ball, and 
went through other métions, while 
three floors below a little group sat 
in a darkened room and saw the ac- 
tion in every detail on a screen about 
two inches by three. 

It marked the first time that more 
than the head and shoulders of a sub- 
ject were transmitted. 

One of the engineers said the ap- 
paratus could be taken to the Yale 
bowl, Niagara Falls or the Yankee 
stadium and the scene picked up for 
broadcasting. 

Not Ready for Home Use. 

“This does not mean that television 
will be ready for use in every home 
equipped with a radio set tomorrow,” 
he said. “It is merely a step forward.” 

“The equipment is too elaborate for 
home use. It requires experts to oper- 
ate the instruments, although part of 
the receiving station is an ordinary 
radio receiving set. We hope to make 
the pictures larger. We hope to have 
television so that it can be used in a 
living room without having it dark- 
ened. Perhaps some day we will flash 
the images on a screen like the movies 
but ghen that will.be we cannot say.” 

An improved photo-electric cell, far 
more sensitive than those used here- 
tofore in television work, makes pos- 
sible the use of sunlight in previous 
public tests a powerful beam of ar- 
tificial light, so strong that it was 
uncomfortable for the subjects, had to 
be used to make the image rezister. 

Bell engineers believe that even- 
tually the improved apparatus can 
operate with Kleig lights such as are 
used in movie studios and at big gath- 
erings such as the political conven- 
tions. 


Images Were Clear. 

The television images in the test 
were as clear as the average movie. 
being marred only by an appearance 
of being under a thin sheet of water 
moving slowly upward across the pic- 
ture. Engineers believe this defect can 
be eliminated by an increase in the 
number of holes in the dise through 
which the televisor scans its field or 
an adjustment of their position. 

The equipment used*for taking the 
picture looked like the regular camera 
setup. A long tube protruded from a 
rubber blanket and was focused and 
adjusted to follow the subject in the 
same manner as a camera. Behind 
the lens was a disc with 50 tiny holes 
along the rim through which the light 
rays passed and gave rise to the elec- 
trical impulses which were trans 
mitted to the receiving set and there 
changed back into light again and 
thrown on the screen. 

The televisor was not linked with a 
broadcasting station in the experiment 
but was connected with the receiving 
apparatus by wire. Attachment to a 
radio transmitter could be just as 
a handled, though, the engineers 
said. 

The new equipment was developed 
by Dr. Frank Gray and Dr. Herbert 
E. Ives, of the Bell laboratories.

It is now 51-2 
per cent. With general trade none 
too good business men throughout the 
country are beginning to complain to 
the banks about. the higher interest 
they must pay because the security 
markets are absorbing so much of 
the country’s available funds. 


Sucking-in Funds, 


Since the beginning of this year 
the stock market and unsold new se- 
curities have been steadily increasing 
their*hold on the market sucking in 
funds from every available source. 
The stock market must now let go of 
the money market. Otherwise in the 
late summer or autumn when com- 
mercial demand for money is stronger 
there will be a crash in the stock 
market. Funds for moving crops 
begin to go irito the interior within 
a month.”
